The prisoner being interrogated declared his 
innocence and that he never had a quarrel with 
the deceaseu ; Wat he was ia Mr. Hewitt’s yard 
when he heard the deceased cry out; he then 
ran and informed Mr. Hewit that Benjamia was 
stabbed. and weut up stairs and endeavored to 
preveat a boy that was there going to see the 
boy, as he said the people might suspect him as 
being zutity as logge ermme. 

Plulip Brown. evamined.—He worked with 
Mr. Hew itt, along with the deceased and th: 
prisoner, was no relation of the deceased. The 
prisoner came running into the shop immediate- 
ly after the boy was st tbbed, confused aad cry- 
ing, and told him that Benjamin was stabbed, 
he seized him by the arm and he struggled aud 
got away from bim, On being interrogated, he 
sid that the prisoner and the deceased had a 
quarre] and -were’to‘have had a nyht. 

4a Hewitt.-—"The prisoner ray to him aud in- 


formed him that Benjamia was stabbed. While

On 
their return they deposed : 

That they took the prisoner to where decea- 
sed lay persuaded the boy to touch the body -- 
he trembled exceedingly. Several persons 
touched the body and he theo drew his hand 
slightly over the body and on his touching the 
neal gently with his finger, it spouted out 
blood quite fresh. 

Nicholas Snyder.— Went to see the bod y—saw 
the prisoner touching the bedy and the blood 
coming from the wound—ms hand tremb'ed 
like a leaf and laid it on the body With great fear 
and very lightly. On the blood coming from 
the wound he almost fainted and withdrew to 
get some water. He drew back several times to 
preveat his teachiog the body + Several other 
persons touched it without eflect. 

Mr. Gough.—Saw the constables taking the 
boy to where the dead body lay. He then had 
curiosity to see them. He saw the boy touch
